Though They Can Neither Hear Nor Talk, 
They Are Happy as Birds. 

I meet on the street all kinds and descrip- 
tions of people, and hear spoken all kinds of 
languages and lingoes, says the Chicago 
Journal side-walk stroller, but of all the peo- 
ple I meet none are so interesting and curi- 
ous as the deaf-mutes when two or more of 
them are walking or standing and talking 
on the sidewaik. I met two of them yes- 
terday afternoon—two young ladies, with 
faces as cheerful as cherubs, eyes as bright 
as sparkling diamonds, neatly and stylishly 
dressed, and who were as vivacious as any 
two girls I have ever seen together any- 
where. As all educated mutes 131 con- 
versed with their hands and flägers, by 
gesticulations, by facial expressions, nods 
and winks, and such-like devices. I walked 
near them for a block or two, merely to 
watch them in the happy time they were 
having together, all by themselves, along 
the througed street, for they seemed oblivi- 
ous of other people, and apparently didn't 
care for anybody or any thing except tbeir 
own interchanges of thought and emotion. 
And yet they were beautifully modest in it 
all, keeping their hands and fingers going 
as lively as other ladies keep their tongues 
and lips going, not obtrusively so as to at- 
tract attention, but in a quiet, subdued sort 
of manner, as much as to say: “ We are 
having a nice little chat between us, and 
it’s nobody’s business, so long as it is all our 
own fun.

General C. W. Irish, C. W. Friend, 
State Weather Service Director of Car- 


son, Trenmor Coffin, Prof. W. Mac. 
Miller, A. Moffat, civil engineer, L. F. 
Warner, Chief Engineer, N. C. & O. 
R. R., Mr. Butler, the photographer, 
and other scientists, and others iuter- 
ested in science, were busily engaged 
in taking observations and preparing 
for the eclipse. General Irish and 
party went to Li on the 29th for 
the purpose of establishing a meridian 
and taking other observations neces- 
. to success. The afternoon of the 
29th the sun was not to be seen at all. 
In the evening thew succeeded in 
glimpsing the north star and establish- 
ing a proximate meridian by it. The 
30th was cloudy the entire day, and 
the sun was not visible at all. On the 
3lst the clouds broke away sufficiently 
so that they succeeded in taking a par- 
tial observation. ‘The night of the 3lst 
was cloudy and starless, as were the 
other nights upon which they ex- 

‘ted to make observations, until 2 
o'clock A. u., When the clouds broke 
away somewhat, and the weather for 
the first time became favorable for the 
expedition. In the morning, however, 
it clouded up and remained so until 11 
o’clock, when the sky cleared its deck, 
so to speak, for action. Just before 
the eclipse began the 


RIM OF THE SUN 
Was greatly agitated by cold currents 
of air, which rendered difficult the ob- 
servation of the first contact. At 12:21 
General Irish and Professor Friend 


began watching intently for the first 
contact of the moon on the face of the 
sun, and at 12:28'¢ they called 
„time, which indicated that the show 
wus abont to begin. A few minutes 
afterwards a dense cloud came up and 
the sun at times was completely ob- 
scured, but in a very few minutes it 
cleared away and it came out 
bright. As the second contact came 
on the agitation of the air became 
greater, — thin stratus clouds 
coming up. ling the second ap- 
proaching, while still west of the crest 
of the Sierras, it hovered in the air, a 
long, black column. Its appearance 
was very sudden, and the darkness 
was as great as the last rays of fading 
twilight in a 
SUMMER EVENING SKY. 
The plain upon which the party 
stood was 20 or 25 miles wide, and the 
moon's shadow crossed it in about the 


time one would take to turn around to 
see its flight across the plain. The 
duration of totality was 1 minute and 44 
seconds, and, as the sun burst forth 
from its luna covering, sheading its 
effulgent light, the sight was grand 
indeed. The stars came out in all 
their brilliancy. Mercury and Jupiter 
shone out in all their splendor just 
southeast of the sun, while Mars and 
Venus occupied prominent places in 
the west, Altair in the south, and 
Vega in the southeast. 

Mr. Butler succeeded in getting ten 
photographs while the sun was in total 
obscurity that were very good, and it 
is believed that the party have made 
a success of the work.

here. The Melbourne Acclimatization So- 
ciety imported some into Australia some 
fifteen years ago, but they bave only slight- 
ly increased, and the experiment as yet can 
hardly be considered a success. A few 
other small lots have also been introduced 
into some of the other Australian colonies. . 

Before endeavoring to show the profits de- 
rivable from birds it would be well to state 
for the benefit of the incredulous that I 
have no birds of my own for sale, nor have 
I any interest in the farm I am working— 
receiving simply a monthly stipend. 

To the point: Say aman buys ten young 
birds seven months old, at which age they 
have just given their first crop of feathers, 
which are of little value. He pays $200 
apiece for them and keeps them in a pad- 
dock, say an acre in extent, for three years. 
Two acres of alfalfa will keep these birds a 
year, reckoning ten tons peracre. During 
the rainy season, when the alfalfa does not 
grow. they can be supplied with. alfileria, 
which is just as good. When the birds be- 
come accustomed to the farm they can be 
allowed the run of his orchard or vineyard, 
if he has any, after the fruit is gathered, 
for they will keep down the weeds and do 
but little damage to the vines or trees. No 
grain need be given them when they get a 
sufficiency of green fodder. His returns 
will be about as follows, reckoning three 
pluckings in the three years: 

One hundred and fifty prime feathers, 
one and three-fourths pounds secondary and 
tail feathers, altogether three pounds in 
weight from each bird, the value of which 
will be:

So in three years the birds will stand him 
in only at the above balance of $685, when 
the real value of his birds will be at least 
$1,000 a pair a year to him, for they would 
be old enough to commence laying, when 
each pair (supposing the sexes to be equal) 
would hatch at least ten chicks annually, 
and valuing them only at $100 apiece when 
hatched, plainly shows his birds to be worth 
that amount per year. 

Calculating only ten chicks from a pair of 
birds per year is far below their ordinary 
average. I know of a pair that laid ninety- 
two eggs in one year, of which seventy 
hatched by artificial incubation from which 
sixty-five were raised. Having only three 
pluckings in three years is less than usual 
ly practiced in South Africa, where it is 
customary to pluck birds every eight 
months. But this should not be, as the fol- 
lowing crops are materially deteriorated 
thereby. 

To be successful with birds the great se- 
cretis to give them all the green fodder 
they will eat, with alittle grain only when 
the thermometer keeps below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. They will manage without 
water nearly if so fed, except for purpose 
of ablution. | 

To wind up with an anecdote: On one oc- 
casion in South Africa an aged apd weary 
traveler approached an ostrich farm, and 
upon taking a rest in the shade of an oak 
tree, was soon fast asleep. He had but lit- 
tle hair on his head, and his hat fallen off, a 
hen ostrich which came strutting along soon 
espied the old chap’s bald head, which she 
took to be one of her eggs. She was not 
long in concluding to set on it, and had just 
comfortably deposited herself when the 
cries and movements of the old man dis- 
turbed her maternal duties; the old chap, 
half smothered and bewildered, came run- 
ning to the farm-house with the hen in pur- 
suit. It was with difficulty that the inmates 
of the farm could get her to relinguish her 
desire for the runaway egg. Better keep 
your hair on or you might be converted into 
an ostrich.
